Brewers Breed 
Beardless Barley 

The role ' of Macdonald College 
in the P^^etion^^t- improved 
grains wasf lii^lnlntcd' in a cere- 
mony which took' place at the 
college today. 

The Barley Improvement In- 
stitute, which is sponsored by the 
malting and brcwint; interests of 
Canada, presented a cheque for 
$3,500 in sïipport of research on 
barley. Included Is the award of a 
scholarship grant to research' stu- 
dent Harold Klinck, a graduate of 
the Ontario Agricultural Collcgi- 
now working in the department of 
agronomy at the college. The cere- 
mony of presentation was arranged 
by the Quebec. B re wcrsV- Associa - 
Uon. 

Research work, carried out on 
barley under tho dircctloh of Emile 
Aî Lods, associate professor in 
charge of grain crop research and 
begun as early as 1022, resulted In 
the production, of a new variety ol 
barley named. "Montcalm." After 
extensive trials this barley was 
generally j-cleascd in 1947. Now 
millions of this variety are produc- 
ed In Western Canada. 
'Work is being continued in the 
direction^ of producing a beardless 
varlétyffotijyirley, and in breeding 
to secure résistance to mildew and 
smut, as well as strengthening the 
straw. 

This is but one of the many conr 
tributions which research at the 
college has made to the progress 
and welfare of Canadian farmers 
and industry.

Of Helsinki

The Finnish Polytech Choir, con- 
sisting of sixty students from the 
Polytcchnlcal Institute of Finland 
arrives .'In ^Montreal today for their 
firsï^Çanadlan concert 'performance 
Ihls evenlns at 8:15 p.m. In the Sir 
Arthur Currie Memorial Gymnas- 
ium. 

Heralded by reports from Boston. 
New York, and Washington,' which 
have been described as "Most fav- 
orable", the Polytech Choir will 
fcalurc a programme of sohrs by 
noted Finnish composers, Includlns 
Scbclius and Palmgren. HighllRht- 
ing the evening's programme will 
be two songs of Sibelius, "Finland- 
ia" and "Song of My Heart" and a 
lullaby by, Palmgren entitled 
"Cradle Song." In all the Finnish 
Choir will sing about twenty songs, 
all) of which have been composed 
by Finnish musicians. 

Purpose 

The purpose of the Polytech 
Choir's tour of the United States 
and Canada is to raise funds for 
the construction of a "Student 
Town", consisting of dormitories 
and other buildings, for the stud- 
ents of the University of Helsinki. 
It is hoped to complete the project 
by the summer of 1952 In order to 
provide accommodations for the 
hundreds of athletes coming to

in Services 
Open to Undergrads 



. Qualified university undergrad- 
uates now entering their final year 
Aiay be commissioned in the regu- 
lar forces, Hon. Brooke 'Claxton, 
Minister of national defence, an- 
nounced yesterday. This, plan will 
enablèjstùdenta to'^receive training 
as officeri in'-Uie Royal Canadian 
Navy,' thé' Canadian Army, and the 
Royal Canadian Air Force. , 

A similar plan, applicable only 
to' veterans of the recent war, has 
been successfully carried out dur- 
ing the p^st three years. Now it 
is. to be extended to take in non- 
veterans. 

"Since the war," said* Mr. Claii- 
ton, ''we have made important pro- 
gress In'Uiejtraining of officers in 
recognition that this is the key to 
efficient services." 

In addition to the Canadian Ser- 
vice Colleges at Kingston, OnU 
and Royal Roads, B.C., for tra^ 
Ihg officers ' for 'all^lhreevaerylcw 
every university •fta^co^Mafe'S 
in arrangements whereby under- 
graduates take on a'dditionai work 
during the college terms . and .spend 
their full summers at sea, ' in 
.Jgttip or at air sUUons. In ibis 
jggô^; at the end of their under- 
J^duate career, they have a de- 
ÎMe^iand the equivalent of a full 
year'a<practical work with one of 
the services. During their full- 
time service' they receive the pay 
of' an ; acting 2nd lieutenant, or 
equivalent rank in the Navy arid 
Air Force, or $153 a month, 

"Altogether," the Minister slated, 
"we have, more than 6,000 men 
training under one or other of these 



arrangements,' In addition, at the 
end of the war, wc took into the 
armed forces, a number of veteran 
officers with excellent records and 
continued them at the university. 
This provided us with a sure source 
of first class officers at relatively 
little expense. : 
r"Now that practically all veter- 
ans ; have completed their courses 
this plan no longer has application 
to them, but the experience gained 
has .been so satisfactory that we 
have decided; to -extend the ar-^ 
rangements ' to 'undergraduates at 
the beginning of their final year," 
Undergraduate. s,tudents who 
enter their final year dtiring the 
current college term In good stand- 
ing and who have completed last 
summer's training with the Navy, 
Army or Air Force, and who have 
other qualifications, may. eiiter the 
Te g w ar .'' forces, receiving the pay 
^g^nk. Graduates doing post- 
^ijuatc work arc also eligible. On 
completion, of their courses next 
May/they, will continue in. the reg- 
ular forces for, a period of not less 
than, four years , on a. permanent 
career basis. ■ 

'"The recent IncreaJe. in the 
strengths of the services by 40 per 
cent, Mr. Ciaxton explained," is 
creating a number of vacancies for 
officers in all categories, 

"This opportunity will extend to 
men desiring to Join the technical 
services, such as medlcils,' dentals,

Swedish Botatty Rese^^

j Dr. Roscoc wished to convey to 
Canadians some idea of the atti- 
tude of tlie Swedish people towards 
botany. It Is a national dis^irncc 
for every Swede not to know the 



name of plants in their country, 
she said. Not only do' adiills have 
IhlS; lovje of- flora,^but.the children 
include • studies, "of botany " along 
with mathematics and literature.

I GAO Brings Order Says 
Booth at U.N. Association 



"In fiv^ shorl years, the -Inter- 
national Civil Aviation Organiza: 
tlon has created order out of chaos 
In the field of aviation in many 
parts of the world," said Brig. C. 
S. Booth at a meeting of the West- 
mount branch of the United Na- 
tions last night in Weslmount Jun- 
ior High School. 

Brig. Booth, who Is. the Canadian 
representative to the IÇAO, wont 
on to say that the ICAO, which 
is a technical branch of the UN, 
was fortunate in not having to con- 
lend with constant bickering as in 
this',f;UNi" because there were only 
two iron curtain countries in the 
assembly, and these did not. attend 
the meetings, tj^i^^i^ /,( .;.;. 

The ICAO, h'^ said.-, wai"' an or- 
ganization of governments lika the 
UN, but was more compact. There 
was an assembly of 58 \ members, 
and a council of 21, The .tiumbers 
of this council -were f leeted !by the 
assembly for a period of three 
years. . _ 

Cartada had been a member of 
the council, which is the executive 
committee, for the first three- years 
and was re-elected for the current 
three. 

The most important branch of 
the ICAO, Brig. Booth continued, 
was the technical field, which com- 
prised a commission of eight na- 
tions Including Canada. Certain 
standards were set which were 
conformed with by all member 
countries, to ensure uniformity, 
safety, and regularity, in aviatiori 
the world over. These standards 
were set in Personnel licensing.
